overturned the acquittal and 
ordered a new trial. 

Outside court, Nina’s moth¬ 
er, Peacha Atkinson, said jus¬ 
tice had been served. 

“He could have saved a lot 
of pain and grief that night,” 
she said of Briscoe. “Instead, 
he still drove the car to the 
golf course and he did what he 
did.” 

Briscoe was acquitted Wed¬ 
nesday in the death of EUie 
May Meyer, a 33-year-old pros¬ 
titute who was killed two days 
before Nina Courtepatte, and 
whose body was foimd in a 
farmer’s field east of Edmon¬ 
ton. Laboucan was also con¬ 
victed of first-degree murder 
in her killing.

War of words. 

Premier fires salvo 
while campaigning 
in Calgary 


Wildrose Leader Danielle 
Smith’s attempt to assure 
voters she doesn’t hold hard¬ 
line beliefs on social issues 
doesn’t provide much clar¬ 
ity for voters, Premier Alison 
Redford said Wednesday. 

Redford, leader of the 
Progressive Conservatives, 


was campaigning in Calgary, 
where she announced a 10- 
year plan to tackle poverty. 

She said it’s hard to tell 
whether Smith’s affirmation 
that she’s pro-choice and 
pro-gay rights represents 
party policy or simply the 
views of the leader. 

“Three weeks ago what 
we heard was that her per¬ 
sonal view didn’t matter, be¬ 
cause it wouldn’t impact the 
way that she governed. Then 
we heard that her personal 
views didn’t matter, because 
she would take marching or¬ 


ders from her party on con¬ 
science rights,” Redford said. 

“And now her personal 
views do matter. So I’m not 
sure if the Wildrose view of 
those issues is the leader’s 
view or the party’s view or 
the caucus’s view.” 

Redford said while it’s 
interesting to know Smith’s 
views, it doesn’t take away 
from the fact she hasn’t 
ruled out a citizen-led refer¬ 
endum on funding abortion 
if her party is elected April 
23. 

The premier said she 


doesn’t know how much trac¬ 
tion referendums on thorny 
social issues could realistic¬ 
ally get, but she believes the 
idea is problematic. 

“I just don’t think that it’s 
the way that you run a gov¬ 
ernment, and I don’t think it 
shows leadership,” Redford 
said. 

At an all-candidates’ 
forum in the Highwood rid¬ 
ing, Smith said members 
knew her stance on abortion 
and gay marriage when they 
chose her as leader.

Probability the blood

Blood determined with near 
certainty to be Victoria Staf¬ 
ford’s was foimd on the door of 
the car belonging to the man 
accused of killing her, court 
heard Wednesday. 

A mixture of blood from 
at least two different people 
on the rubber moulding of 
the back passenger side door 
on Michael Rafferty’s car was 
found to contain DNA match¬ 
ing the eight-year-old girl’s 
profile, court heard. The pro¬ 
file was compiled using her 
parents’ DNA, one of Tori’s 
teeth and a hair from a lice 
comb, forensic biologist Jen¬ 
nifer McLean testified.

or find that they cannot be ex¬ 
cluded, with vaiying probabil¬ 
ities that a randomly selected 
person has the same DNA pro¬ 
file, McLean testified. 

Science was the focus 
Wednesday at Rafferty’s trial, 
where experts from the Centre 
of Forensic Sciences testified 
about testing done on several 
items seized from Rafferty’s 
home and car following his 
May 19, 2009, arrest. 

Rafferty is alleged to have 
kidnapped Tori outside her 
Woodstock, Ont., elementary 
school on April 8, 2009, with 
his then-girlfriend Terri-Lynne 
McClintic, and then drove the 
Grade 3 student more than 
100 kilometres away to a rural 
area, raped her and kiUed her. 

Rafferty has pleaded not 
guilty to first-degree murder, 
sexual assault causing bod¬ 
ily harm and kidnapping. Mc¬ 
Clintic is already serving a life 
sentence after pleading guilty 
to first-degree murder.

Authorities were conducting 
a thorough inspection of a Ko¬ 
rean Air flight Wednesday that 
made an emergency landing 
at a Vancouver Island military 
base after a bomb threat was 
phoned into the airline, the 
second such scare in two days. 

The Boeing 777 was carrying 
149 passengers from Vancouver 
to Seoul on Tuesday afternoon 


when the airline turned its 
craft aroimd shortly after take¬ 
off rmder the escort of two U.S. 
fighter jets. 

A spokesman with the com¬ 
pany’s Vancouver office said 
a similar flight was delayed at 
Vancouver International Air¬ 
port for two hours on Monday 
when the first call was received. 
Police boarded the plane and 


determined that threat was not 
credible. 

“Mostly we are concerned 
about our passengers’ safety, 
and (keeping) our passengers 
on schedule,” said James Koh, 
adding he had “no idea” why 
the airline was getting the 
threats.

Heathrow’s 
coping skills 
up in the air 


London summer 
Olympics 2012. Report 
says long lines could 
force planes to circle 
the airport if it is 
already at capacity 


British lawmakers have 
questioned Heathrow Air¬ 
port’s ability to cope with 
an influx of passengers dur¬ 
ing the London Olympics 
this summer, warning that 
long lines at immigration 
could force planes to sit on 
runways or even circle Eur¬ 
ope’s busiest airport. 

The concerns were ex¬ 
pressed in a letter to Cul¬ 
ture Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
from the chairman of House 
of Commons Culture, Media 
and Sport committee, John 
Whittingdale. It was pub¬ 
lished Wednesday. 

Whittingdale wrote that 
lawmakers had met with 
Heathrow operator BAA on 


its preparations for Olympic 
games and “did not leave 
the briefing confident” that 
Heathrow was ready to cope 
with huge numbers of arriv¬ 
als around the Olympics in 
a “timely fashion.” 

The games run from July 
27 to Aug. 12. 

“We understand that sig¬ 
nificant preparations have 
been made to accommodate 
unusual sporting equip¬ 
ment, special lanes for the 
Olympic family, welcoming 
arrangements for competi¬ 
tors and additional Olympic 
ambassadors,” Whitting¬ 
dale wrote. 

“However, far less 
thought seems to have been 
given to the issue of how to 
deal with long queues at im¬ 
migration.” 

Whittingdale said those 
lines could push termin¬ 
als over capacity, for¬ 
cing planes to circle in 
the air, sit on runways or 
block gates if they can’t 
unload their passengers.

The statement Wednesday 
offered a glimmer of hope 
that a peace initiative by spe¬ 
cial envoy Kofi Annan could 
help calm the conflict, which 
has killed some 9,000 people. 
But the regime still has ample 
room to manoeuvre. 

In comments carried on the 
state-run news agency, Syria 
said the army has successfolly 
fought off “armed terrorist 
groups” and reasserted state 
authority across the country. 

“A decision has been ticen 
to stop these missions as of the 
morning of ... April 12, 2012,” 
the statement said. “Our armed 
forces are ready to repulse any 
aggression carried out by the 
armed terrorist groups against 
civihans or troops.” 

The government denies that 


it is facing an uprising by Syr¬ 
ians who want to dislodge the 
authoritarian family dynasty 
that has ruled the country for 
more than four decades. In¬ 
stead, the regime says, terror¬ 
ists are carrying out a foreign 
conspiracy to destroy Syria. 

Because the regime has 
treated any sign of dissent as 
a provocation, there are only 
dim hopes for an abrupt end 
to the bloodshed. The White 
House cautioned that President 
Bashar Assad’s regime has re¬ 
neged on promises to stop the 
violence in the past. 

“What is important to re¬ 
member is that we judge the 
Assad regime by its actions and 
not by their promises, because 
their promises have proven 
so frequently in the past to be 
empty,” White House spokes¬ 
man Jay Carney said. 

Annan is scheduled to brief 
the UN Security Council on 
Thursday by video-conference 
from Geneva.

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Giant Indonesian quake

Massive 8.6 tremor 
terrifies residents

Cries of panic and fervent 
prayers rang out Wednesday 
as Indonesians rushed toward 
high ground after two strong 
earthquakes raised fears of a 
killer tsunami. 

Alerts were raised as far 
away as Africa and Australia but 
this time the big waves didn’t 
come. 

In western Indonesia, dis¬ 
traught women ran into the 
streets clinging to crying chil¬ 
dren as back-to-back tsunami 
warnings revived memories of 
the 2004 disaster that claimed 
230,000 lives in nearly a dozen 
countries. 

“God! What have we done 
to deserve this?” one mother 
screamed as residents around 
her piled into cars and onto the 
backs of motorcycles. “What 



sins have we committed?” 

Two deadly tsunamis in the 
last decade — the most recent 
off Japan just one year ago — 
have left the world much better 
prepared. 

Sirens sounded along coast¬ 
lines and warnings spread like 
Mdldfire by text messaging. 
Though often chaotic, evacua¬ 


tions began immediately, with 
streets clogged with traffic, 
especially in Aceh province, 
where 170,000 people were 
killed in 2004. 

Coimtries all along the Indi¬ 
an Ocean — from Austraha and 
India to as far off as Africa — 
received alerts from the Pacific 
Tsunami Warning Center in Ha¬ 


waii sa34ng they should prepare 
for the possibility of seismically 
charged waves. 

An hour later the tsunami 
warnings were lifted, and 
damage from the tremors was 
minimal — something experts 
attributed to the imique nature 
of the fault line.

Trayvon Martin shooting. 
Zimmerman to plead 
not guilty in teen’s death 


The neighbourhood watch 
volunteer who shot imarmed 
black teen Tra 3 won Martin 
was arrested and charged with 
second-degree murder, after 
weeks of mounting tensions 
and protests across the U.S. 

George Zimmerman, 28, 
could get up to life in prison if 
convicted. His new lawyer said 
Wednesday that Zimmerman 
will plead not guilty. Zimmer¬ 
man turned himself in Wed¬ 
nesday, and he is expected to 
appear in court Thursday. 

The February shooting 
brought demands from civil 
rights leaders for Zimmer¬ 
man’s arrest and set off a furi¬ 
ous debate over race and self- 
defence. 

Zimmerman initially was 
not arrested in part because of 
Florida’s “stand your ground” 
law, which gives people wide 
leeway to use deadly force 
without having to retreat in 
the face of danger. 

Zimmerman’s new attor¬ 
ney, Mark O’Mara, said he 
will invoke the “stand your 
ground” law in Zimmerman’s 
defence. 

Martin’s parents expressed 
relief over the decision to pros¬ 
ecute him. 


Recounting the incident 


On Feb. 26, Martin was returning 
from a convenience store when 
Zimmerman started following 
him, telling police dispatchers he 
looked suspicious. 


• Zimmerman stated Martin at¬ 
tacked him after he had given 
up chasing the teenager and 
was returning to his truck. 


• He told police that Martin 
knocked him to the ground 
and began slamming his head 
on the sidewalk. Zimmerman's 
father says Martin threatened 
to kill his son. 


• A video taken about 40 
minutes after the shooting 
as Zimmerman arrived at the 
Sanford police station showed 
him walking unassisted with¬ 
out difficulty.

Controversial rocket 
launch appears imminent 


North Korea. Rocket 
mounted with Earth- 
observation satellite 
and is similar to the 
type that could fire a 
nuclear warhead 


North Korea fueled up a 
rocket Wednesday in prep¬ 
aration for what appeared 
to be an imminent liftoff 
while the country’s young 
leader strengthened his 
power with a new title mak¬ 
ing him the nation’s top pol¬ 
itical official. 

Kim Jong-un was named 
first secretary of the rul¬ 
ing Workers’ Party, a 
new post, while his late 
father, longtime leader 
Kim Jong-il, was given 
the posthumous title of 
“eternal general secre¬ 
tary” at a special Workers’ 
Party conference, the state- 
run Korean Central News 
Agency reported. 

Kim Jong-un’s formal as¬ 
cension, nearly four months 
after the death of his fath¬ 
er, comes during a week of 
events leading up to cele¬ 
brations Sunday marking 
the 100th anniversary of the 


birth of his grandfather, the 
late president Kim 11-sung. 

Space officials call the 
launch of the Unha-3 rocket, 
mounted with an Earth-ob¬ 
servation satellite, a “gift” 
to Kim Il-sung. 

They said Wednesday 
that the final step of in¬ 
jecting fuel into the three- 
stage rocket was underway 
in the coastal hamlet of 
Tongchang-ri. 

“We are injecting fuel as 
we speak,” an official told 
reporters. 

Fuel injection into the 
rocket is usually one of the 
final steps in the pre-launch 
process, experts say. But the 
weather, and particularly 
the wind, could force delays. 

A launch would be a 
“provocation” and violate 
UN Security Council resolu¬ 
tions, say the United States, 
Japan, Britain and other 
global powers. 

North Korea denied Wed¬ 
nesday that the launch was 
anything but a peaceful 
civilian bid to send a satel¬ 
lite into space. 

They say the satellite is 
designed to send back im¬ 
ages and data that will be 
used for weather forecasts 
and agricultural surveys.

France. Ban on visiting 
extremist websites and 
on travel to weapons¬ 
training camps 


The conservative French 
government Wednesday un¬ 
veiled new counterterrorism 
measures to punish those 
who visit extremist websites 
or travel to weapons-training 
camps abroad. 

The measures come in the 
wake of deadly shootings by 
a suspected Islamic extrem¬ 
ist in southern France last 
month. 

They will now go to par¬ 
liament, where the govern¬ 
ment may face resistance 
from the Socialists, who say 
France’s legal arsenal against 
terrorism is already strong 
enough. 

The opposition say the 
proposal is a campaign ploy 
to boost President Nicolas 
Sarkozy’s chances at a 
second term. 

Sarkozy’s cabinet gave 
its go-ahead to measures 
that would make it illegal to 
travel abroad to “indoctrina¬ 
tion and weapons-training 
camps for terrorist ends,” 
or to regularly visit websites 
that incite or praise deadly 
terrorism. 

Sarkozy’s government in¬ 
sists the measures are need¬ 
ed to fight the relatively new 
phenomenon of “lone-wolf”

Influenced by science-fic¬ 
tion movies and by watch¬ 
ing the space race put the 
first man on the moon, he’s 
always wanted to experi¬ 
ence the galaxy first-hand. 

“It’s all because of some¬ 
thing inside of us human 
beings,” Mol tells Metro. 

“We want to go further 



and find the next frontier.” 

Now, Mol may be able to 
make his and the dreams of 
many others come true. 

He’s the GEO and partner 
of Space XG, a company that 
will be sending people to 


outer space on its spacecraft 
starting in 2014. 

Previous space travellers 
have been known to pay 
exorbitant amounts of up to 
$50 million US to get to the 
International Space Station. 

Space Adventures, based 
in Vienna, Va., is offering a 
90-minute spacewalk and 
five-day stay on the ISS for 
$15 million — but the flight 
isn’t included. 

“You’re looking down 
on the seven billion people 
on Earth. It’s really a life- 
changer,” Mol says.

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U.S. sues Apple, 
publishers over 
e-book pricing 


Publishing. Markups 
have cost consumers 
over $100 million since 
April 2010, attorney 
general says 


The U.S. Justice Department 
and 15 states sued Apple Inc. 
and major book publishers 
Wednesday, alleging a con¬ 
spiracy to raise the price of 
electronic books they said cost 
American consumers more 
than $100 million US in the 
past two years by adding $2 to 
$5 to the price of each e-book. 

Attorney General Eric 
Holder said executives at the 
highest levels of the compan¬ 
ies conspired to eliminate 
competition among e-book 
sellers. Justice’s antitrust chief 
Sharis Pozen said the execu¬ 
tives were desperate to get 


Amazon.com, marketer of the 
Kindle e-book reader, to raise 
the $9.99 price point it had 
set for the most popular titles, 
which was substantially below 
their hardcover prices. 

The federal government 
reached a settlement with 
three of the publishers, 
Hachette, HarperColhns and 
Simon & Shuster. But it will 
proceed with its lawsuit in 
federal court in New York City 
against Apple and Holtzbrinck 
Publishers, doing business as 
Macmillan, and the Penguin 
Publishing Co. Ltd., doing 
business as Penguin Group. 

Connecticut and Texas, 
two of the 15 states fihng a 
separate complaint, reached 
agreements with Hachette 
and HarperColhns to provide 
$52 million in restitution to 
consumers, using a formula 
based on the number of states 
participating and the number 
of e-books sold in each state.

Poor Instagram users. 

First, their beloved 
photo-sharing application 
moves from iPhone-only 
exclusivity to the Android 
phone masses. 

A week later, Facebook 
swallows up the tiny startup 
behind the app for $1 bil¬ 
lion. The purchase sparked 
worries that Facebook 


might shutter Instagram or 
change it for the worse by 
harvesting their personal 
information or shoving ads 
into their carefully curated 
photo streams. 

Instagram has attracted 
more than 31 million users 
in less than two years. Its 
near-cult-like early follow¬ 
ers were loyal iPhone users 


who flocked to the app for 
its ease of use, its playful 
filters that can make even 
boring photos look artistic, 
and its lack of ads, status 
updates and other clutter.. 
Apple named Instagram the 
iPhone App of the Year in 
2011. 

To be fair, both Facebook 
CEO Mark Zuckerberg and 


Instagram CEO Kevin Sys- 
torm sought to reassure 
people that the app is here 
to stay. 

Unlike all the other star¬ 
tups Facebook has bought, 
Instagram will remain avail¬ 
able to people who don’t 
use Facebook or don’t want 
to connect it to their ac¬ 
counts on the world’s most 


populous online social net¬ 
work, the CEOs said. 

“Millions of people 
around the world love the 
Instagram app and the 
brand associated with it, 
and our goal is to help 
spread this app and brand 
to even more people,” 
Zuckerberg wrote on his Fa¬ 
cebook page on Monday, an¬ 


nouncing the purchase.

Mint introduces new 
glow-in-the-dark coin 

The Royal Canadian Mint seems to 
be in an awfully experimental mood 
lately. 

First, the penny was given the 
boot in last week’s budget, an 
announcement that was quietly 
followed-up by the unveiling of an 
in-development digital currency 
chip. 

Now, perhaps as a nod to what 
could looks increasingly like the 
pending extinction of coins, the Mint 
has taken the wraps off a new quar¬ 


ter that stars a dinosaur discovered 
in the Grande Prairie, Alta. area. 

And it also happens to be the 
Mint’s fist glow-in-the-dark coin. 

In your standard well-lit coin¬ 
counting situation, the very cool 
quarter boasts an image of Pachy- 
rhinosaurus lakustai.

The Mint says 25,000 copies of 
the eye-catching currency have been 
made, part of a planned series of 
four glow-in-the-dark coins spotlight¬ 
ing prehistoric creatures. They are 
available for purchase online and at 
Canada Post locations for $29.95.

Housing 
starts rise 
sharply 


CMHC report. Condo 
sector shows no 
sign of cooling — 
particularly in Toronto 


Canada’s home-building in¬ 
dustry was unexpectedly hot 
in March — particularly the 
condo sector in Toronto. 

The latest data on residen¬ 
tial construction surprised 
analysts Wednesday, with 
Canada Mortgage and Hous¬ 
ing Corp. (CMHC) reporting 
14,517 actual starts in March, 
giving a seasonally adjusted 
rate of 215,600 units a year. 

That constitutes a five per 
cent jump from the previous 
month and the highest level 
of starts since the fall of 2008. 

As well, CMHC upgraded 
its estimates for January and 
February, suggesting home 
construction was a key com¬ 
ponent of economic growth 


for Canada in the first quar¬ 
ter of this year. 

Ontario, particularly To¬ 
ronto, had the country’s 
biggest increase in multiple- 
dwelling units, a group that 
includes condos and apart¬ 
ments. Multiple starts in the 
province jumped by 50 per 
cent on a seasonally adjusted 
basis. 

“Certainly we think the 
housing sector will downshift 
at some point... but we’re not 
quite at that point yet,” said 
Peter Buchanan, an analyst 
with CIBC World Markets. 

Buchanan said the condo 
market may be sizzling due 
to demographics as baby 
boomers downsize from lar¬ 
ger, detached homes, as well 
as international speculation 
and a trend to more down¬ 
town living among Canadians 
as the cost of commuting 
increases with rising gas 
prices.

Sofia Boutella makes a heck

You’ve done a lot with 
improving low-income 
housing. Is that an area 
where you can apply green 
initiatives and kill two 
birds with one stone? 
Definitely. You can apply 
efficiency and sustainabil¬ 


ity standards to affordable 
housing, absolutely. And 
not only is it better for the 
environment, better for cit¬ 
ies, better for the health 
of residents, but it actually 
proves to be very cost-effi¬ 
cient. Ultimately, the addi¬ 
tional costs associated with 
doing things in a greener 
and sustainable way in af¬ 
fordable housing can usu¬ 
ally get paid back by the 
savings from that efficiency 
within a couple of years. 


Yet a lot of people still 
assume greener building 
practices are more expen¬ 
sive. 

Sometimes environmental 
values get associated with 
some sort of an elitist choice 
or a choice that’s only avail¬ 
able to people of a certain 
income level, and that’s just 
absolutely not true. 

What are some areas 
where people would as¬ 
sume it’s more expensive 
to be more green? 


Certain technologies cost 
more upfront, but as you 
start to project the oper¬ 
ational cost of things not 
only do those costs get paid 
back, but over a long-term 
stretch there’s actual sav¬ 
ings and cost efficiency in 
making more sustainable 
choices in the way that we 
do things. Smart businesses 
and smart governments are 
realizing this themselves 
and pursuing those efficien¬ 
cies. 


This green issue is about 
cities. Can cities be 
eco-friendly? 

One of the ironies is the 
density of cities makes 
people think that they must 
be energy hogs, but the 
truth is that on a per capita 
basis, cities are much more 
efficient places to live than 
the suburbs. New York on a 
per capita basis is probably 
a much greener city than 
the average suburb. Cer¬ 
tainly more than a city like 
Phoenix, where you’ve got

What's this 
Crowdrise thing 
all about, 
anyway? 

Edward Norton has 
been in the news for 
co-founding Crowdrise, 
a crowd sourcing charity 
website. Here, he explains 
where the idea came 
from and how the 
system compares to trad¬ 
itional forms of fundrais¬ 


ing — particularly in 
the cost-savings depart¬ 
ment. 

“It grew out of many 
years of having the 
experience of being 
involved in causes and 
realizing painfully that 
there were a lot of costs 
associated with fundrais¬ 
ing,” Norton tells 
Metro during an 
interview. 

“Sometimes you lose 
40 per cent of the money 
you had raised to the 
costs of producing the 
event or the dinner or 
whatever. 


“The service we really 
want to bring 
first and foremost 
through Crowdrise was 
to give people a way, 
through these powerful 
online networking tools, 
to take ownership of 
these causes and have 
impact. 

“But we also want 
to let the organizations 
achieve this kind of 
fundraising for costs that 
were fractional compared 
to traditional fundrais¬ 
ing,” he says about 
Crowdrise.

Environmental sustain¬ 
ability is equally important 
ever3^here. 

We write about a system 
designed to turn human 
waste into energy. Would 
you use something like 
that? 

I think we’re going 
to have to move decisively 
in that direction. We’re 
going to have to look at 
solid waste energy as well 


as turning waste water and 
sewage waste to energy. 
And even beyond energy, 
1 think that water is going 
to be one of the pressing 
issues of the 21st and 22nd 
centuries. 

If you look at a place like 
Singapore, they’ve already 
moved completely to where 
they’re not only reusing 
their municipal sewage 
stream for irrigation and 
things like that, but it also 
contributes to the drinking 
water supply. 

So there’s going to be 
a lot of jokes about it, but 
there’s just no doubt that 
we’re going to have to get 
better at closing the loop in 
all ways in terms of reusing 
our waste stream at every 
level.

Colour me

Like most decor enthusiasts, I 
prefer to space out my decorat¬ 
ing projects and not do it all at 
once. This gives me a chance 
to stand back and reflect on 
my choices. Plus, it’s easier on 
the pocketbook. 

But one danger of decor¬ 
ating in stages is that some 
people may lose focus of the 
overall look they’re trying to 
achieve. Here’s a brief guide to 
help you get inspired and stay 
on track: 

Fabrics and paint 

Start with the largest pattern 


in each room. In the bedroom, 
it’s the duvet cover/bedding; in 
the living room it’s the sofa; in 
the bathroom it’s the shower 
curtain. 

The second major colour 
you see in the pattern is the 
one you match with accessor¬ 
ies in the room, and the third 
colour in the pattern is used 
for the wall colour. 

If there is not a pattern 
or colour used in your fabric 
choices then you have a mono¬ 
chromatic colour scheme (all 
variants of the same colour). 
In this case, choose the same 
colour for accessories and wall 
colours, but choose lighter 
or darker versions to make 
things more interesting. 

Windows 

Shades should blend with the 
window’s framing. If your win¬ 
dow trims are white, choose a 
white window shade. If you 
have wood window trims, 
then choose taupe, brown or 
wood shades. 

Draperies should always 


match the walls. A shade 
lighter or darker than your 
paint colour will make them a 
mainstay classic in the room’s 
decor. 

Rugs 

Match your area rugs to any 
artwork you have (or are at¬ 
tracted to). If you hke rich Van 
Gogh-style art, choose richly 
patterned Persian-style rugs 


to blend in. If you gravitate to¬ 
ward modem black and white 
art, choose neutral area mgs in 
very hght or very dark tones. 

Lighting 

If you are having trouble 
choosing a lampshade, tiy 
matching it to the frames on 
your walls. If you have dark 
brown or black frames, choose 
the same colour for lamp¬ 
shades. 


A plain white lampshade 
will always work but can be 
a httle boring, especially in a 
room where deeper, darker 
tones are being used. 

Kitchens 

The colour of your kitchen 
backsplash should blend with 
the upper and lower cabinetry. 
This will encourage the eye to 
travel vertically without inter- 


mption. For instance, if you 
have deep-cherry-wood-toned 
cabinets, your backsplash 
could be a mddy brown slate 
to match. 

Countertops should get 
the same colouring and tones 
of your apphances. If you’ve 
chosen stainless-steel apph¬ 
ances with black trims, a grey- 
toned counter with dark specs 
or veining would be perfect.

Dear Charles the Butler, 

I am finding it very difficult 
to do more than ‘‘move dust 
around" when I dust. A lot 
has to do with static electri¬ 
city, as the problem is worse 
on or near electronics such as 
the TV or DVD player. 

I am concerned about 
the use of water or furniture 
polishes on some types of 
wood and wood finishes, as 
I ruined some pieces a while 
back using polish. I do like a 
clean place. Can you help? 
Robin 

Hello Robin, 

As I am sure you have all 
heard me say many times 
before, dust is both a never- 
ending duty, and the world 
today has more dust in it 
than it has ever had before. 

So dealing with the dust 
is important as it continues 
to build up and can lead to 
some big dust bunnies. 

Remember that even 
if you don’t use a certain 
room in your house, you still 
need to dust that space on 
a regular basis because dust 
attracts more dust. Thus, 




keeping up with this task 
helps to keep life simpler. 

And the selfish result is 
that it makes dusting easier 
the more often we do it. Here 
are some dusting tips: 

1. Dust often. 

2. Don’t use chemical dust¬ 
ing sprays as they often have 
silicone in them and this 
builds up on your furniture, 
and attracts more dust. 

3. My personal trick that 
works perfectly and is used 
by curators in museums to 
clean dehcate items is to wet 
your hands just a little, then 


diy them on a cotton cloth 
(only 100 per cent cotton). 

This process makes the 
cotton cloth the perfect hu¬ 
midity to “damp dust” — but 
remember to use very little 
or no water. 

The cloth should be only 
humid to pick up the dust 
perfectly. 

What’s great about this is 
that there are no chemicals, 
and the cotton cloths can 
be cleaned in the washing 
machine and re-used.

lisa Caponigri has fond 
memories of wonderful Simday 
dinners starting in her child¬ 
hood. “I was lucky enough 
to grow up with Simday din¬ 
ner and a strong influence of 
Simday dinner from both my 


grandmother and my mother 
and then I continued that trad¬ 
ition with my own children. So 
it was always a huge part of my 
hfe,” she said in an interview 
from South Bend, Ind. 

Her three children, now 
24, 22 and 18, teU her “it reaUy 
meant a lot to them that Sun¬ 
day was sacred, that Sunday 
was the day we did this and 
Sunday dinner was the thing 
that we never cancelled.”
